THE  first  world  conference  on  medical  education  is  being  held  in 
London  from  August  24  to  29  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  World 
Medical  Association  and  the  World  Health  Organisation.

MORTALITY  IN  1948-49 
A  new  low  record 

THE  medical  text  volume  of  the 
Kegistrar  General's  Statistical  Review 
?L?ngland  and  Wales  for  the  years 
948  and  1949  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
lus.)  published  recently,   shows  that 


in  1948  there  was  a  new  low  death  rate 
(eleven  deaths  per  1,000  of  population). 
The  figure  reflects  exceptionally  low 
rates  in  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  year, 
when  there  was  a  notable  absence  of 
influenza — a  fact  that  had  a  beneficial 
influence  on  mortality  from  several 
other  causes.  The  rate  of  mortality  in 
the  first  seven  days  of  life  fell  by  a 
greater  amount  in  the  eight  years 
1942-49  than  in  the  preceding  thirty- 
six  years.  An  analysis  of  infant  mor- 
tality and  still  births  in  1949  was  made 
in  relation  to  social  class  as  derived 
from  the  Classification  of  Occupations 
and  results  confirm  the  picture  given 
by  the  last  analysis  in  1939  and  show 
that  there  has  been  no  narrowing  of 
the  gap  between  Classes  I  (professional 
and  similar  occupations)  and  V  (un- 
skilled occupations).  The  post-natal 
rate  for  Class  V  was  nearly  four  times 
as  high  as  for  Class  I  in  1939  and 
nearly  four-and-a-half  times  as  high  in 
1949.  1948  and  1949  contributed  a 
fall  of  65  per  cent,  to  the  steady 
decline  in  deaths  from  diphtheria  that 
started  in  1942.  The  death  rate  for 
whooping  cough  in  1949  of  fifty- five 
per  million  children  under  fifteen,  the 
lowest  recorded,  compares  with  a  mean 
annual  rate  of  140  in  1941-45;  tuber- 
culosis increased  as  cause  of  death. 

SICKNESS  BENEFIT 
Short-period  provisions  inquiry 

THE  National  Insurance  Advisory 
Committee,    at    the    request    of  the 


Minister  of  National  Insurance,  is  con- 
sidering whether  the  existing  provisions 
governing  the  payment  of  National 
Insurance  benefits  for  very  short 
periods  of  unemployment  are  the  most 
appropriate,  particularly  where  a 
claimant  is  receiving  payment  from 
his  employer,  and,  if  not,  whether  to 
make  recommendations  which  do  not 
increase  the  liability  of  the  National 
Insurance  fund  for  such  benefits. 
Representations  from  interested  parties 
should  be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the 
committee,  10  John  Adam  Street, 
London,  W.C.2,  by  September  26. 


LEAD  IN  "  LOLLIES  " 
Danger  from  moulds 

AN  investigation  carried  out  by  Mr. 
A.  D.  H.  Johnstone  (Liverpool  chief 
food  inspector)  recently  revealed  that 
a  danger  of  metallic  poisoning  from 
sucking  "  iced  lollies "  exists.  Of 
seventy  samples  tested  thirty-nine  were 
found  to  be  contaminated.  Dr.  A. 
Semple  (Liverpool  medical  officer  for 
health)  states  that  the  main  source  of 
contamination  was  probably  from  the 
moulds  in  which  the  articles  are  made. 
In  his  opinion,  since  a  young  child 
might  consume  three  iced  lollies  per 
day,  the  amount  of  lead  ingested  might 
be  considerable  and  dangerous  over  a 
period.  Dr.  Semple  adds  that  in  view 
of  the  low  nutritive  value  some  stan- 
dard of  composition  is  desirable. 

SULPHURIC  ACD3 
Higher  production  and  sales 

PRODUCTION  of  sulphuric  acid  in 
the  United  Kingdom  during  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year  amounted 
to  459,859  tons  (calculated  at  100  per 
cent.  H2SOi)  which  represented  81  3 
per  cent,  of  the  total  productive  capa- 
city according  to  statistics  released  by

LOCAL  NEWS 
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Over-use  of  Antibiotics 

CONCERN  over  the  increasing  use  of 
Antibiotics  by  Southport  hospital  medi- 
cal staffs  was  expressed  recently  at  a 
meeting    of    the    Southport  Hospital 
Management     Committee     when  it 
JoSSEed   a   report  that   there  was 
"  considerable  overspending  on  drugs 
(e  peclally  antibiotics)  and  dressings 
during  the  three  months  ended  June  3U. 
The  report  stated  that  if  expenditure 
continued   at   that   rate   the  amount 
allowed in  the  hospital  estimates  would 
be  ^adequate.    The  Medical  Advisory 
Board  had  decided  to  circularise  .medi- 
cal staffs  with  a  request  that  great  care 
should  be  taken  in  prescribing  an  bi- 
otics.    It  was  suggested  that  the  South- 
Sort  General  Infirmary,  medical  staff 
committee  might  consider  restricting 
heTrescribing'of  antibiotics  by  junior 
members  of  the  medical  staff.  An  oft 
cial  of  the  Board  had  said  medical 
s  affs  were  using  the  drugs  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  amount  of  money  that 
could  be  spent  on  equipment  was  being 
jeopardised.  After  it  had  been  reported 
that  the  pharmaceutical  department  at 
Southporf  General  Infirmary  so 
overcrowded  that  careful  and  precise 
work  was  difficult,  it  was  stated  that 
provision  for  a  new  dispensary  at  the 
Infirmary  would  be  made  in  the  capi- 
tal estimates  for  1954.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Veterinary  Trade 

"Building  up  a  Veterinary  Business"  (pp.  167-69)  is  a  practical  article 
that  readily  commends  itself.  I  fear  that  some  chemists  in  retail  business 
allow  opportunities  for  this  trade  to  slip  through  their  fingers.  Some- 
thing depends  on  the  position  of  the  shop :  premises  flanked  by  consultant 
physicians  are  not,  as  a  rule,  favourably  placed.  Two  of  the  excellent 
"golden  rules"  on  p.  169  may  be  selected  for  comment.  The  author 
would  no  doubt  agree  that  the  precept  "  Never  prescribe  or  diagnose 
animal  ailments  "  is  to  be  followed  with  tact.  A  case  in  point  is  the  new 
set  of  official  regulations  for  adding  penicillin  products  to  animal  feeding- 
stuffs.  An  intelligent  farmer  is  likely  to  ask  his  chemist  to  explain  the 
difference  between  penicillin  for  human  patients  and  penicillin  for  animals. 
Where  to  draw  the  line  between  an  answer  in  general  terms  and  an  answer 
containing  opinions  on  animal  diet  may  not  be  easy  ;  but  the  main  points 
to  be  remembered  are,  I  suggest,  that  if  a  vendor  advises  he  is  contraven- 
ing the  law  and,  moreover,  that  if  his  advice  should  soon  be  followed  by 
the  death  of  a  valuable  animal,  a  cantankerous  customer  might  make 
trouble.  The  other  rule  referred  to  may  be  accepted  without  qualifica- 
tion:   "Take  a  farming  paper  regularly  and  study  the  advertisements." 

Conference  Highbrows'  Findings 

On  p.  166,  in  "  Onward  from  Galen,"  we  read:  "  Might  it  not  be  better 
if  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  science  sessions  were  addressed 
to  the  general  practitioner  of  pharmacy?  .  .  .  many  of  the  papers  must 
to  the  majority  of  pharmacists  seem  rather  to  illustrate  the  virtuosity  of 
the  authors  than  to  enlighten  the  practising  pharmacist."  I  agree.  Though 
it  is  difficult  to  find,  from  one  year  to  the  next,  much  difference  in  the 
balance  of  the  subjects  accepted  for  the  Science  Sessions,  if  we  look  back 
a  few  years  a  marked  difference  can  be  noticed.  Let  us,  for  comparison, 
glance  at  the  programmes  for  1923  and  1933.  Among  the  topics  pre- 
sented in  1923  were:  "  The  Activity  of  Pharmacopoeial  Preparations  of 
Ergot  "  ;  "  The  International  Standardisation  of  Belladonna  and  its  Pre- 
parations " ;  "  An  Investigation  of  Colchicum  and  its  Galenicals " ; 
"  Bismuth  and  Sodium  Bismuth  Tartrates."  In  1933  the  monographs  in- 
cluded :  "  The  Determination  of  Moisture  in  Mercuric  Oxide " ;  "  The 
Yield  of  Extractive  in  Unstandardised  Official  Extracts  "  ;  "  The  Keeping 
Properties  of  Liquor  Arsenicalis"  ;  "Mistura  Bismuthi  Hydroxidi"  ;  "Spec- 
troscopic Investigation  of  Gum  Acacia."  The  Executive  Committee  may 
be  of  opinion  that  current  papers  must  be  of  the  most  advanced  standard 
obtainable  But  are  not  some  recent  Conference  papers  too  esoteric? 

Biographical  Notices 

In  the  current  number  of  the  Cornhill  Magazine  Sir  Harold  Nicolson 
discourses  urbanely  on  biography.  My  reason  for  alluding  to  his  article 
is  that  it  sometimes  falls  to  the  lot  of  branch  secretaries  and  other  sub- 
scribers to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  to  send  the  Editor  personal  para- 
graphs, obituary  notices  or  both  kinds  of  composition.  After  citing  with 
approval  the  O.E.D.  definition  of  biography  as  "  the  history  of  the  lives 
of  individual  men,  as  a  branch  of  literature,"  Sir  Harold  Nicolson  deduces 
three  principles  from  it.  Biography,  he  holds,  must  be  history — i.e.,  be 
accurate  and  related  to  its  period ;  it  must  describe  an  individual,  not  a 
type ;  and  it  must  be  written  in  grammatical  English  with  an  adequate 
feeling  for  style.  A  biography  embodying  these  principles  can  be  ranked 
as  a  "  pure "  biography.  Carlyle's  Life  of  John  Sterling  is,  the  author 
continues,  not  very  precise,  not  a  true  portrait,  but  written  with  an  extran- 
eous purpose.  Walton's  Lives  are  masterpieces,  but  are  descriptive  of 
types,  not  of  human  beings.  There  is  danger  in  entrusting  the  authorship 
of  a  biography  of  someone  who  has  died  to  a  member  of  his  family.  A 
biographer  must  not  allow  his  own  personality  to  intrude  too  markedly. 
His  narrative  should  not  be  coloured  by  fiction,  romance,  or  the  insertion 
of  scenic  description.

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CHEMISTRY  RESEARCH  IN  1952 

Teddington  Laboratory  Report 


THE  Department  of  Scientific  and  In- 
dustrial Research  published  recently  its 
report  on  the  work  of  the  chemical 
research  laboratory,  Teddington,  dur- 
ing 1952  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
4s.  6d.).  The  discovery  of  the  chemo- 
therapeutic  application  of  isoniazid 
has  revived  interest  in  methods  des- 
cribed earlier  by  the  organic  group  of 
the  laboratory  for  the  separation  of 
pyridine  homologues  from  crude  tar- 
base  fractions.  Those  individual  bases 
included  y-picoline,  an  intermediate 
for  the  preparation  of  isoniazid.  More 
recently  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
quantitative  analysis  by  infra-red  spec- 
troscopy of  crude  and  purified  pyri- 
dine-base  fractions.  That  exten- 
sion of  the  work  was  of  practical 
value  in  providing  a  service  to  firms 
which  lacked  the  necessary  facilities 
for  the  evaluation  of  synthetic  and 
purified  pyridine  homologues.  It  is 
noted  that  the  national  collection  of 
industrial  bacteria  continues  to  render 
useful  service  to  industrial  and  other 
laboratories. 

Newly  acquired  strains  include  the 
following: — Three  new  species  of 
Lactobacillus  and  two  new  species  of 
Streptococcus  isolated  from  beer  or 
brewers'  yeast;  two  strains  of  Lacto- 
bacillus plantarum,  one  for  ensilage  of 
vegetable  matter,  the  other  for  lactic 
acid  production  from  waste  sulphate 
liquor;  two  strains  of  Pseudomonas 
hydrophila,  one  strain  of  Aerobacter. 
aerogenes,  and  three  strains  of  Bacillus 
polymyxa,  all  for  production  of  2:3- 
butanediol,  of  which  one  strain  has 
been  used  in  pilot  plant  production 
from  beet  molasses;  two  strains  of 
Bacillus  megatherium  and  one  strain 
of  Streptomyces  olivaceus  for  produc- 
ing vitamin  Bi2;  a  Streptomyces  for 
streptomycin  production,  another  for 
production  of  tyrosinase;  and  bacterial 
strains  for  the  assay  of  penicillin  and 
streptomycin  and  the  production  of 
polymyxin.  The  collection  has  re- 
ceived the  first  "  official "  cultures  of 
antibiotic-producing  organisms  to  be 
maintained  and  distributed  on  behalf 
of  the  World  Health  Organisation.  The 
four  strains  of  Penicillium  chrysoge- 
num  include  the  Q.176  strain  (isolated 
after  ultra-violet  irradiation)  and  the 
Wisconsin  49-133  mutant  (obtained  by 
treatment  with  nitrogen  mustard). 
They  all  produce  the  chemically-stable 
penicillin  G  almost  entirely  when  a 
suitable  precursor  is  added  during  fer- 
mentation. One  strain  of  Streptomyces 
aureofaciens,  used  for  producing 
aureomycin,  and  a  strain  of  Strepto- 
myces griseus  for  the  production  of 
streptomycin,  were  also  received.  The 
Penicillium  strains  come  as  spore 
stocks  in  a  soil-sand  mixture,  S. 
Griseus  as  a  lyophilised  culture  and  S. 
aureofaciens  as  a  growth  on  glucose- 
meat  extract  agar.  All  six  have  been 
grown  on  sporulating  media  and  sus- 
pensions of  the  spores  have  been  freeze- 
dried  in  a  serum — 71  per  cent,  glucose 
medium  New  soil  stocks  of  the  P. 
chrysogenum  strains  have  been  pre- 
pared. Fermentation  vessels  and  shak- 
ing equipment  are  being  made  for  test- 
ing the  antibiotic-producing  capacities 


of  the  cultures.  The  laboratory 
acknowledges  the  help  received  from 
industrial  organisations  in  the  design 
of  equipment  and  the  training  of  staff 
in  assay  techniques. 
*  Investigations  on  the  microbiological 
production  of  sulphur  and  sulphide 
have  been  intensified.  A  continuous 
method  for  the  cultivation  of  sulphate- 
reducing  bacteria  is  being  employed  by 
a  team  from  the  laboratory  at  the 


microbiological  research  department  of 
the  Ministry  of  Supply  at  Porton.  A 
marked  increase  in  the  rate  of  sul- 
phate-reduction has  been  achieved  by 
ihe  use  of  a  suitable  nutrient  medium. 
Further  development  of  the  microbio- 
logical production  of  sulphur  depends 
greatly  upon  the  availability  of  ade- 
quate supplies  of  suitable  fermentable 
wastes  as  sources  of  carbon.  At  the 
request  of  the  Chemistry  Research 
Board,  a  survey  of  such  wastes  is 
being  made  by  the  intelligence  divi- 
sion of  the  Department  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  laboratory. 


UNITED  STATES  DEVELOPMENTS 


A  RECENTLY  published  report  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  states 
that  abundant  supplies  and  stable 
prices  of  oils  and  fats  exist  and  are 
likely  to  continue  and  thus  fats  and 
oils,  particularly  tallow  and  grease, 
become  attractive  raw  materials  for  the 
manufacture  of  synthe  ic  detergents 
and  emulsifiers. 

After  carrying  out  a  long  series  of 
tests  on  soldiers  returning  from  Korea, 
Dr.  A.  S.  Alving  (professor  of  medi- 
cine, University  of  Chicago)  announ- 
ced recently  that  the  synthetic  drug 
primaquine  constitutes  a  positive  cure 
for  malaria  and  that  the  disease  need 
no  longer  be  regarded  as  a  military 
problem.  He  also  stated  that  the  drug 
is  non-toxic,  in  fact  "haimless  as  a 
sugar  pill."  The  results  were  achieved 
by  giving  daily  doses  of  primaquine  to 
subjects  on  arrival  at  test  centres. 

The  Italian-developed  Kachkaroff- 
Guareschi  process  for  the  manufacture 
of  sulphuric  acid  by  combustion  of 
various  sulphur-containing  materials 
such  as  pyrites,  spent  oxide,  cold  gases 
from  copper  converters  or  gypsum,  is 
being  introduced  in  the  United  States 


by  International  Processes,  Inc., 
Chicago,  Illinois.  Apart  from  furnace 
supervision,  the  plant  is  operated  by 
one  man  per  shift.  Automatic  regulat- 
ing valves  control  the  rates  of  flow 
under  general  conditions.  Backed  by  a 
four-fold  industrial  expansion  since 
1939,  American  chemical  industry  sales 
in  1952  totalled  approximately 
$18,660,000,000  and  further  substantial 
gains  are  expected  within  the  next  de- 
cade, according  to  the  first  edition  of 
The  Chemical  Industry  Facts  Book, 
just  released  by  the  Manufacturing 
Chemists'  Association,  Inc.,  Washing- 
ton, D.C.  Production  of  chemicals 
from  petroleum  has  grown  from  an 
experimental  75  tons  in  1925  to  more 
than  8  million  tons  in  1951.  The  fifty- 
six  companies  now  in  the  field  have 
invested  more  than  $2  billions,  com- 
pared with  only  $350  millions  in  1940. 
"  A  large-scale  attack  on  the  nature 
and  control  of  virus  diseases,  mental 
disorders,  cancer,  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases  through  an  extension  of  basic 
research  is  perhaps  the  (industry's) 
most  important  assignment,"  the 
Association  propounds.

DUBLIN'S  COLLEGE  AND 
COUNCIL  ROOMS 

A  glimpse  of  the  Shrewsbury  Road  headquarters  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

WITH  the  completion  of  reconstruction  work  at  its 
headquarters  at  Shrewsbury  Road,  Ballsbridge, 
Dublin,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  has 
now  a  first-class  College  of  Pharmacy,  equipped  with 
spacious  laboratories,  lecture  rooms,  library  and  other 
appointments  capable  of  meeting  every  requirement  of 
modern  pharmaceutical  education.  The  new  College  is 
located  in  one  of  Dublin's  finest  suburbs,  and  housed  in  a 
mellow  brick  and  terra  cotta  mansion,  set  in  green  lawns, 
which  up  to  a  few  years  ago  was  the  residence  of  the 
Archbishop  of  Dublin.  By  comparison,  it  is  far  removed 
from  the  cramped  old  class  rooms  at  67  Lower  Mount 
Street,  which  would  have  been  inadequate  to  meet  the 
neeeds  of  the  advanced  courses  in  pharmacy,  chemistry, 
materia  medica  and  zoology  demanded  by  the  curriculum 
of  today. 

The  new  headquarters  of  the  Society  and  College  are 
built  on  an  acre  of  ground,  which  provides  room  for  fur- 
ther expansion  should  that  be  found  necessary  in  the  future. 
A  considerable  sum  was  expended  on  remodelling  the 
entire  premises  to  convert  them  into  a  worthy  academic 
building.  In  addition  a  residence  has  been  erected  in  the 
grounds  for  the  porter. 

Entering  No.  18  Shrewsbury  Road,  one  is  at  once  im- 
pressed by  the  hall,  with  its  fine  mahogany  staircase,  made 
at  a  time  when  cost  was  not  a  prime  consideration.  Over  a 
handsome  mantlepiece  in  the  parquet-floored  hallway 
hangs  appropriately  a  portrait  of  Sir  Dominic  Corrigan, 
the  first  president  of  the  Society,  and  in  a  prominent  posi- 
tion on  the  wall  of  the  staircase  a  mahogany  and  gold- 
lettered  panel  setting  out  the  names  of  past-presidents  and  u 
vice-presidents  from  Sir  Dominic's  time  in  1875  down  to

today,  and  in  addition  the  many  alumni  of  the  Society 
who  had  won  distinction  as  gold  and  silver  medallists. 

Immediately  in  front  as  one  enters  the  hall  is  the  admin- 
istrative block,  consisting  of  the  registrar's  office,  flanked 
by  the  Council  Chamber  on  the  right  and  the  spacious, 
well-proportioned  Assembly  Hall  on  the  left.  All  three 
chambers  look  out  on  expansive  green  lawns  and  gardens, 
with  the  handsome  library  building  of  Mr.  Chester  Beatty, 
the  American  philanthropist,  as  background.  On  that  floor 
also  are  located  the  well-planned  chemistry  laboratories  in 
which  Professor  H.  Norminton,  M.Sc,  conducts  his  classes, 
and  cloakroom  accommodation  for  the  men  students. 

Mounting  the  lovely  ornamental  staircase  to  the  floor 
above  one  finds  on  the  left  one  of  the  finest  departments 
of  the  new  College :  the  superbly  laid  out  pharmacy  labora- 
tory with  its  array  of  benches  and  its  fluorescent  lighting 
simulating  daylight  conditions  for  the  night  classes.  Phar- 
macy students  in  Dublin  have  never  worked  under  such 
happy  conditions  before.     The  department  is  under  the 


direction  of  Professor  Richard  Ferrar  Timoney,  M.Sc, 
M.P.S.I.,  Dean  of  the  College.  Along  the  white  corridors 
leading  from  the  pharmacy  laboratory  on  the  left  are  a 
large  lecture  hall  and  the  ladies'  cloakroom.  On  the  right 
are  the  library,  aseptic  rooms  and,  at  the  end  of  the  wing, 
the  departments  of  materia  medica,  botany  and  zoology, 
which  are  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Christopher 
O'Connor,  M.P.S.I. 

The  ample  space  on  the  third  floor  is  utilised  to  provide 
professors'  preparation  rooms,  a  students'  reading  room, 
filing  department,  stock  rooms  and  students'  box  room.  The 
remoteness  from  city  life,  and  the  quiet  of  this  suburban 
place,  make  it  ideal  for  the  two-year  whole-time  course  of 
study  a  student  of  pharmacy  must  follow  today. 

The  greater  part  of  the  work  of  fitting-up  is  now  com- 
pleted in  the  College,  and  the  Council  of  the  Society  has 
held  several  of  its  meetings  in  the  new  Council  Chamber. 
Irish  pharmacy  can  well  be  proud  of  its  worthy  home  at 
Ballsbridge.

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A  Strange  Omission 

In  the  Republic  of  Ireland  the  profession  of  pharmacy 
apparently  does  not  exist.     According  to  the  official 
publications  issued  by  the  Central  Statistics  Office  in 
Dublin,  there  are  no  Licentiates  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland— although  the  Society  is  a  statutory 
licensing  body.   The  third  interim  report  of  the  Census 
of  Population,  1946,  for  instance,  gives  what  purports 
to  be  an  anlysis  and  statistics  of  every  kind  of  occupa- 
tion followed  by  persons  in  the  twenty-six  counties. 
According  to  the  report  the  professional  occupations 
followed  in  the  Republic  include  lawyers,  medical  doc- 
tors, dentists,  veterinary  surgeons,  midwives,  sick  nurses 
(the  nurses  are  so  described),  mental  attendants  and 
masseurs— every  branch  of  the  ancillary  medical  ser- 
vices, in  fact,  except  pharmacy.  The  analytical  chemists 
are  even  enumerated.     The  pharmacists  are  scarcely 
included  in  the  omnibus  category  described  as  "  other 
professional  occupations,"  since  that  totals  only  1,030, 
from  which  it  must,  therefore,  be  concluded  that  phar- 
macists are  classed  with  grocers,  hardware  merchants, 
etc.,  as  shopkeepers.  It  is  scarcely  likely  that  an  official 
of  the  Statistics  Office  who  fell  gravely  ill  would  take 
the  risk  of  having  his  doctor's  prescription  compounded 
by  an  unskilled  shopkeeper  rather  than  by  a  skilled 
pharmacist  "  keeping  open  shop."    Surely,  if  the  State 
creates  the  legal  and  professional  qualification  of  phar- 
macist, it  should  take  full  cognisance  of  that  essential 
profession  in  all  publications  issued  by  such  a  respon- 
sible department  as  the  Central  Statistics  Office.  Irish 
pharmacists  are  as  much  entitled  to  a  category  of  their 
own  under  the  heading  of  "  Professions  "  in  the  official 
returns  as  veterinary  surgeons  and  dentists,  not  to  speak 
of  midwives,  sick  nurses,  mental  attendants  and  mas- 
seurs.    The  pharmacist  members  of  the  Legislature 
might,  perhaps,  draw  the  attention  of  the  Director  of 
Statistics  to  the  inexplicable  omission  and  have  the 
matter  put  right  in  future  publications. 

Conditional  Loans  to  Industry 

Notes  exchanged  in  February  between  the  Foreign 
Secretary  and  the  United  States  Ambassador  established 
a  programme  for  the  expenditure  of  the  counterpart 
funds  from  American  economic  aid  under  the  Mutual 
Security  Act  of  1952  (Comd.  8776).  As  part  of  that  pro- 
gramme a  "revolving  fund"  of  £1  million  has  been 
set  up  of  which  £700,000  is  available  for  short-term 
loans  to  industry  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  produc- 
tive efficiency.  The  remainder  has  been  earmarked  for 


agriculture.  To  advise  him  on  the  administration  of  the 
industrial  portion  of  the  fund,  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  has  appointed  an  independent  commit- 
tee under  the  chairmanship  of  Sir  John  H.  Woods. 
G.C.B.,  M.V.O.  The  committee  has  already  met  and 
has  made  recommendations,  which  the  President  has 
accepted,  as  to  the  types  of  project  that  should  be 
aided  from  the  fund  and  as  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
to  be  attached  to  the  loans  within  the  framework  laid 
down  in  the  White  Paper.  The  Advisory  Committee  is 
now  ready  to  examine  individual  applications  from  in- 
dustry and  will  make  recommendations  upon  them  to 
the  Board  of  Trade. 

In  principle,  any  project  that  has  as  its  object  the 
raising  of  productive  efficiency  in  industry  is  eligible 
for  consideration.   The  category  includes,  of  course, 
any  project  arising  from  the  recommendations  of  the 
Anglo-American  Productivity  Council  reports  or  of  the 
advisory  service  provided  under  the  Conditional  Aid 
programme  (see  paragraph  3(a)  of  the  Exchange  of 
Notes  in  Comd.  8776  and  paragraph  5  of  Comd.  8918). 
As  the  amount  of  money  available  is  limited,  it  is 
necessary  to  restrict  loans  to  projects  that  will  contri- 
bute quickly  to  achieving  the  purposes  of  the  fund  as 
set  out  in  the  White  Paper,  and  it  is  expected  that  most 
of  the  loans  will  be  made  for  new  equipment  and  im- 
provement of  plant  layout.  Preference  will  be  given  to 
small  and  medium-sized  firms  which  can  show  that  the 
benefits  they  expect  to  accrue  from  a  loan  will  enable 
them  (or  their  customers)  to  expand  their  export  trade 
or  to  meet  essential  home  requirements  more  efficiently. 
Loans  will  not  normally  be  granted  for  periods  of  more 
than  three  years,  though  in  exceptional  circumstances 
a  term  of  up  to  five  years  may  be  considered.  Appli- 
cations are  unlikely  to  be  entertained  for  large  sums. 
No  fixed  minimum  or  maximum  has  been  laid  down, 
but  first  consideration  will  be  given  to  loans  that  do 
not  exceed  £30,000.  The  amount  and  period  of  the  loan 
and  the  rate  of  interest  and  the  security  required  are 
matters  for  negotiation,  but  it  is  the  intention  that  the 
terms  for  approved  projects  shall  not  be  less  favourable 
than  those  which  the  applicant  can  obtain  from  other 
sources.  An  explanatory  leaflet  setting  out  the  form  in 
which  to  make  applications  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Board  of  Trade,  Industries  and  Manufactures  Division 
2  (Revolving  Fund  for  Industry),  Horseguards  Avenue, 
London,   S.W.I,  or  from   Board  of  Trade  regional 
offices. 

The  sum  of  $9  millions  (out  of  $100  millions  set 
aside  for  European  foreign  aid)  was  allocated  to  the 
United  Kingdom  after  the  British  Government  had 
undertaken  that  the  sterling  equivalent  of  it  would  be 
used  for  specific  purposes  set  out  in  that  Act.  The  idea 
behind  the  arrangement  was  to  try  and  make  business 
conditions  in  Europe  more  like  those  in  the  U.S.  by 
encouraging  "  free  private  enterprise  "  (as  opposed  to 
cartels  and  monopolies)  and  free  labour  union  move- 
ments   (against    communist    dominated  movements). 

Criticism  was  levelled  by  some  quarters  at  the  scheme 
for  its  interference  in  domestic  affairs,  but  the  arrange- 
ments now  published  appear  to  be  above  reproach. 
They  are  however  less  specific  than  originally  intended. 
All  that  appears  to  remain  of  the  original  requirements 
that  the  loan  should  be  used  to  support  small  firms 
which  defied  cartels  is  the  provision  that  borrowers  must 
show  that  it  will  help  to  improve  their  economic 
efficiency.

ELECTRONS

electron  gun  at  the  same  speed  as  the  radio  waves.  The 
field  of  the  wave  accelerates  the  electrons  along  the  guides 
from  whence  they  emerge  at  high  energy  through  a  metal- 
lic foil  window. 

The  equipment  for  all  the  types  of  accelerator  requires 
housing  in  large  rooms.  At  the  point  of  emergence  of 
the  high  speed  electrons  protection  is  needed  against  stray 
electrons  and  during  operation  the  area  is  sealed  off.  A 
moving  belt  conveyor  is  required  thereto:  e  to  pass  the 


STERILISATION  of  pharmaceutical  products  by  high- 
speed electrons  is  a  post-war  development  that  is  only 
just  approaching  the  stage  of  being  a  practical  indus- 
trial possibility.  Before  considering  its  future  in  pharma- 
ceutical manufacture  it  may  be  desirable  to  trace  the  his- 
tory of  the  development. 


Effect  on  Micro-organisms 

The  discharge  of  electrons  was  first  observed  by  using 
an  evacuated  glass  tube  fitted  with  an  anode  and  a  cathode. 
The  radiation  from  the  cathode  consists  of  a  stream  of  free 
negative  electrons  moving  at  high  speed  and  produces  a 
fluorescence  where  it  strikes  the  walls  of  the  tube.  In  the 
late  19th  century  it  was  found  possible  to  pass  cathode  rays 
through  a  "  window  "  in  the  generating  tube  and  the  effect 
of  the  electrons  on  various  materials  was  studied.  One  of 
the  subjects  investigated  in  that  way  was  the  effect  of  elec- 
trons on  micro-organisms,  and  the  lethal  action  on  them 
was  noted.  In  1929  generators  of  greater  power  were  being 
considered.  "Accelerated"  electrons  were  then  used  to 
study  high  intensity  radiation  on  biological  objects  confirm- 
ing the  killing  power  against  micro-organisms.  Later  it  was 
observed  that  electron  "  bursts  "  sufficient  to  sterilise  certain 
foodstuffs  had  little  effect  on  the  foodstuff  itself.  The  sen- 
sitivity of  the  micro-organisms  to  high  intensity  electrons 
was  such  that  sterilisation  caused  only  small  temperature 
changes  in  the  finished  product.  The  possibilities  of  radia- 
tion sterilisation  were  thus  realised  and  programmes  of  re- 
search and  development  were  initiated. 

Machines  that  have  been  made  for  producing  intense 
streams  of  electrons  include  the  capacitron,  the  Van  der 
Graaff  accelerator  and  the  linear  wave  guide  accelerator. 
The  capacitron  and  the  linear  wave  guide  accelerator  pro- 
duce the  electrons  in  short  bursts  of  the  order  1/ 100th  and 
1/ 1,000,000th  part  of  a  second  duration,  and  it  has  been 
suggested  that  that  may  avoid  any  undesirable  chemical  re- 
action because  all  reactions  require  a  certain  time  to  com- 
mence. 

In  the  capacitron  a  number  of  large  multiple  condenser 
banks  are  charged  in  parallel  to  full  capacity  50-100  or  so 
times  a  minute  and  discharged  in  series  over  a  system  of 
adjustable  spark  gaps.  The  discharges  can  be  controlled  to 
occur  in  a  time  period  of  10-4  to  10-'  seconds.  Special 
arrangements  are  made  to  handle  currents  of  the  order  of 
1,000  amps  in  a  fraction  of  a  second.  The  Van  der  Graaff 
accelerator  may  be  said  to  be  related  to  the  Wimshurst 
machine.  The  generated  charge  is  carried  on  a  rapidly 
moving  insulated  belt  to  a  collecting  point,  and  the  elec- 
trons escape  via  a  highly  evacuated  tube  accelerating  to 
great  velocity  at  the  high  potential  difference  and  reaching 
a  speed  approaching  that  of  light.  In  the  linear  wave 
guide  accelerator  electrons  are  accelerated  by  the  action  of 
radio  waves  passing  down  a  circular  copper  wave- 
guide containing  a  succession  of  diaphragms  or  corruga- 
tions. The  effect  is  to  cause  waves  to  travel  at  a  velocity 
determined  by  the  tube  and  the  diaphragms.  The  elec- 
trons may  be  said  to  "  surf-ride  "  along  the  radio  waves 
that  exert  an  accelerating  effect.  Radio  waves  of  consider- 
able energy  are  required  to  produce  accelerations  of  the 
correct  order  and  wartime  developments  of  micro-wave 
valves  and  radar  techniques  have  made  these  possible. 
Magnetron  valves  operating  for  short  pulses  several  hun- 
dred times  a  second  produce  output  powers  of  2.000  kilo- 
watts. The  electrons  are  led  into  the  wave  guide  from  an

container  to  be  treated  through  the  sterilising  zone.  The 
apparatus  is,  in  short,  much  more  complex  than  any  item 
of  more  conventional  pharmaceutical  plant  now  in  use. 
The  capacitron  and  Van  der  Graaff  accelerator  are 
available  in  the  United  States,  and  the  wave  guide 
accelerator  is  being  made  in  Britain.  The  total  num- 
ber of  machines  is  small  and  the  present  manufacturing 
costs  are  high— so  high  that  only  large  manufacturers 
could  contemplate  their  installation  for  experimental  pur- 
poses. Most  of  the  work  on  electronic  sterilisation  has 
been  carried  out  in  America  and  has  been  applied  to  the 
sterilisation  of  uncooked  foods  in  containers.  Sterility, 
with  absence  of  decomposition  on  prolonged  storage,  has 
been  achieved  although  sometimes  at  the  expense  of  flav- 
our and  appearance.  Further  work  on  low  temperature 
and  antioxidant  treatment  of  the  food  during  irradiation 
to  preserve  flavour,  etc.,  shows  promise  and  the  process 
may  therefore  be  applicable  to  highly  labile  drugs. 

American  Experimental  Installations 

Electronic  sterilisation  equipment  has  been  installed  at 
several  pharmaceutical  factories  in  America  for  large  scale 
experimental  purposes.  Good  results  have  been  achieved, 
and  the  degree  of  bombardment  required  has  been  more 
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closelv  defined,  but  much  work  will  be  required  on  the 
detection  of  decomposition  tendencies  and  formation  of 
toxic  by-products.  In  Britain,  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
is  following  those  developments  with  interest  but  the 
Practical  work  has  so  far  been  limited  to  small-scale  labor- 
atory experiments,  and  it  will  probably  be  some  time 
before  even  a  tentative  approach  is  made  to  an  industrial 
installation.     Two  series  of  investigations  are  necessary 
before  the  value  of  the  process  can  be  properly  assessed 
The  first  is  to  ascertain  accurately  the  minimum  radiation 
that  will  effectively  penetrate  a  given  mass  of  material 
and  destroy  its  bacterial  population.  That  work  must  be 
repeated  for  a  variety  of  containers,  materials,  and  micro- 
organisms.  Secondly,  it  is  necessary  to  determ.ne  whether 
the  maximum  radiation  ever  likely  to  be  employed  for 
sterilisation   will    induce   chemical    decomposition  This 
work  involves  the  selection  of  a  series  of  compound  rep- 
resenting a  wide  range  of  chemical  types,  each  of  which 
ha to  receive  suitable  radiation  followed  by  chemical 
analyst  and,  if  necessary,  potency  and  toxicity _  tests.  In 
view  of  the  complex  organic  chemistry  now  embraced  by 


chemotherapy  it  is  obvious  that  a  major  field  of  research 
has  been  opened  up.  American  work  has  already  shown 
Aat  penicilUn  and  Streptomycin  can  be  sterilised  without 
undergoing  decomposition  but  thiamine  and  ascorbic  acid 
show  slight  loss  of  activity.  Hence  although  a  method  of 
'  cold  sterilisation"  is  available,  much  evidence  still  needs 
to  be  built  up  to  accurately  define  its  limitations  and  pos- 
sibilities. Operating  costs  and  constructions  for  protection 
against  stray  high-speed  electrons  must  be  carefully  con- 
sidered before  this  promising  new  technique  can  be  as- 
signed its  dace  in  pharmaceutical  sterilisation. 

8MlrPharrnaCeUfical  manufacturers  have  already  estab- 
lished at  considerable  cost,  large-scale  aseptic  Processing 
units  together  with  staff  trained  in  the  necessary  techni- 
ques While  not  guaranteeing  absolute  freedom  from  the 
Stest  bacterial  contamination,  the  methods  used  have 
stood  the  test  of  time  and  moreover  have  the  advantage 
hat  they  can  be  applied  to  any  new  drug,  irrespective 
of  chemLl  structure  The  industry  will  continue  to  adopt 
fcauttou^ .attitude  to  electronic  methods  until  such  time 
as  they  have  been  more  fully  explored.

THE  letter  given  above  is  one  of  the  items  in  the 
important  archives  of  Savory  &  Moore,  New  Bond 
Street,  London,  W.l,  which  are  among  the  documents 
of  interest  to  chemists  and  druggists  recorded  in  the  Na- 
tional Register  of  Archives. 

How  the  Register  is  Organised 

The  National  Register  of  Archives  was  established  in 
1945  as  a  function  of  the  Historical  Manuscripts  Commis- 
sion.  It  is  controlled  by  a  small  directorate  unde*  the  chair- 
manship of  Sir  Hilary  Jenkinson  (Deputy  Keeper  of  the 
Records)  and  the  registrar  is  Miss  W.  D.  Coates.  The  aim 
is  to  establish  a  central  index  of  all  archives,  in  the  widest 
sense,  public  (excluding  those  of  the  central  government 
and  courts  of  law)  and  private,  civil  and  ecclesiastical, 
ancient  and  modern.  That  embraces  every  type  of  document 
made  or  kept  in  the  conduct  of  affairs,  such  as  correspon- 
dence, accounts,  memoranda,  or,  in  the  case  of  chemists, 
Prescription  books,  and  articles  of  indenture.  Old  title 
deeds  may  appear  dull,  but  they  give  much  information  to 
the  historian.  Primarily  the  Register  is  concerned  with  the 
recording  of  the  existence  of  archives.  The  Commission 
does  not  in  any  way  seek  to  deprive  owners  of  their  records 
though  it  encourages  the  deposit  of  records  in  approved 
repositories  if  owners  have  not  adequate  facilities,  and  has 
drawn  up  a  convenient  form  of  agreement  for  the  owner 
who  wishes  to  do  so.  One  of  the  most  important  by-products 
ot  the  National  Register  of  Archives  has  been  the  deposit 
of  the  papers  of  Earl  FitzWilliam  from  Wentworth  Wood- 
house  to  the  Sheffield  City  Library. 

To  encourage  local  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Register 
county  committees  have  been  formed,  and  the  Register  is 
greatly  helped  by  voluntary  workers  who  report  the  exist- 
ence of  archives  and  contact  the  owners.  So  far  some  5  000 
reports,  covering  many  hundreds  of  documents,  have  been 
nied  at  the  Register's  headquarters  in  the  Public  Record 
Ufhce,  London.  In  Scotland  the  National  Register  of 
Archives  is  worked  independently,  from  the  General  Re- 
gister House,  Edinburgh.  Among  those  reports  are  several 
accounts  of  the  archives  of  chemists,  of  which  the  National 
Register  would  like  to  receive  more,  because  it  is  inter- 
ested in  documents  of  every  kind.  Business  archives  form 
an  important  source  of  historical  information.  Many  che- 
mists businesses  are  of  long  standing,  and  of  interest  both 
to  medical  and  to  general  historians.  In  other  fields  the 
Register  has  traced  the  papers  of  the  Smythe  family  of 
Long  Ashton,  in  Somerset,  which  had  been  practically  un- 
used by  historians  for  200  years,  and  it  has  brought  to 
light  the  few  surviving  papers  of  the  first  British  Minister 
to  the  United  States. 


The  records  of  John  Bell  &  Croyden,  of  which  the 
Savory  &  Moore  archives  form  a  part,  are  an  example  of 
the  extremely  interesting  material  that  may  lie  hidden  away 
in  chemists'  shops.  Messrs.  Savory  &  Moore's  records  in- 
clude old  prescription  books  (among  them  some  for  the 
Royal  Household)  and  correspondence  books.  It  was  the 
practice  in  business  in  former  times  to  write  out  the  draft 
of  a  letter  in  a  letter  book.  That  was  then  copied  out  in  a 
fair  hand  by  the  equivalent  of  the  typist.  The  company's 
Letter  Book  of  1823,  which  it  is  hoped  to  notice  in  more 
detail  in  another  article,  deals  with  Savory  &  Moore's  busi- 
ness with  India.  There  is  an  original  cheque  inscribed:

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to  the  strictly  business  archives  there  are  the  family  papers, 
interesting  in  themselves  and  because  they  overlap  the  busi- 
ness records. 

The  manuscript  material  includes  a  large  collection  of 
prescription  books,  half  of  which  relate  to  dispensing  from 
the  Plough  Court  pharmacy,  the  remainder  from  the  Vere 
-Street  premises.  There  are  ten  ledgers  covering  the  period 
1780  to  1848,  which  refer  to  the  accounts  of  both  indivi- 
dual customers  and  hospitals.  Also  among  them  are  twelve 
letter-books,  covering  the  period  1775  to  1849.  The  waste 
books  were  used  for  recording  the  details  of  wholesale  and 
overseas  sales.  They  are  priced,  and  the  totals  relate  to 
those  carried  over  to  the  ledgers  from  1777  to  1871.  A  daily 
record  of  retail  sales  from  1806  to  1810  is  provided  by  the 
shop  day-books.  The  weight  books,  a  series  dated  from 
1797  to  1876,  recorded  the  weights  of  articles  received  from 
•other  firms.  A  small  collection  of  laboratory  calculations 
includes  records  of  the  cost  of  preparations  made  at  Plough 
Court  from  1803  to  1818.  There  is  a  series  of  fourteen 
notebooks  written  personally  by  Daniel  Hanbury:  a  mine 
of  information  from  which  he  wrote  Pharmacographia. 
There  are  four  letters,  all  dated  1798,  addressed  to  Allen  & 
Howard  of  Plough  Court  and  ordering  drugs  for  St. 
Thomas's  Hospital  (for  references  to  the  firm  in  the  archives 
of  the  hospital,  see  "  Four  Centuries  of  Hospital  Drugs  " 
(C.  &  D.,  1951.  II.  849)). 

Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys'  collection  is  an  interesting 
example  of  the  miscellaneous  type  of  material  that  may 
turn  up.  There  is,  for  example,  a  petition  signed  by  physi- 
cians, presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  and  requesting 
the  regulation  of  qualifications  of  pharmaceutical  chemists. 
The  printed  books  include  Camden's  Britannia,  printed  in 
1695,  and  among  the  other  printed  material  is  a  fine  series 
of  the  company's  price  lists,  dating  back  to  1826.  Some- 
body had  even  preserved  a  copy  of  The  Times  giving  an 
account  of  the  Battle  of  Waterloo  in  1815 


The  great  advantage  of  the  National  Register  of  Archives 
is  that  it  enables  the  student  to  know  of  documents  scat- 
tered throughout  the  country.  Thus  the  student  of  pharma- 
ceutical history  can  find  references  of  interest  to  him  in 
other  than  pharmaceutical  collections.  Prescriptions  are  in- 
cluded, for  example,  in  the  collection  of  papers  preserved 
in  a  country  house  in  Herefordshire  and  recorded  in  the 
Register.  They  refer  to  cases  treated  by  Martin  Dunne  of 
Ludlow  over  the  years  1780-1890,  and  are  of  interest  in 
another  connection,  for  they  include  recommendations  for 
the  use  of  electrical  treatment.  Then  there  is  a  MSS  recipe 
book  of  medicines  given  to  Ann  Corselis  by  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk  in  1673. 

Information  comes  to  the  National  Register  of  Archives 
either  in  summary  form  (first  stage  report),  as  a  descriptive 
list  of  bundles  (second  stage  report),  or  as  a  detailed  calen- 
dar of  individual  documents  (third  stage  report).  The  re- 
ports, now  coming  in  at  the  rate  of  about  1,000  a  year, 
are  checked,  typed  and  indexed  in  the  central  office,  copies 
being  sent  to  the  owner,  the  local  record  office,  and  the 
county  committee  of  the  Register. 

Chemists  sometimes  put  in  their  windows  old  prescrip- 
tion books,  and  other  archives,  which  have  a  definite  pub- 
licity appeal  in  this  respect.  Such  a  display  may  have 
formed  part  of  the  Coronation  decorations  of  an  old-estab- 
lished pharmacy.  But  the  National  Register  of  Archives 
would  appreciate  being  informed  of  their  existence  so  that 
its  Register  may  be  truly  national  so  far  as  chemists  and 
druggists  are  concerned.

Treatment 

THE  diagnosis  of  diabetes  mellitis  having  been  estab- 
lished on  clinical  grounds,  and  in  many  cases  con- 
firmed by  biochemical  examination  of  the  blood  and 
urine,  treatment  becomes  an  urgent  necessity.  No  useful 
purpose  is  served  by  a  policy  of  "  wait  and  see,"  for  dia- 
betes is  a  chronic  condition  rather  than  an  acute  one.  and 
the  condition  cannot  be  expected  to  resolve  itself  on  its 
own.  The  more  severe  the  diabetes  the  more  urgent  the 
necessity  for  immediate  treatment,  and  in  that  connection 
it  can  truly  be  said  that  a  diabetic  coma  is  quite  as  much 
a  medical  emergency  as  an  appendicitis  is  a  surgical  one. 

the  treatment  which  is  given  to  a  case  of  diabetic  coma 
m  the  first  hour  of  the  coma  is  of  far  more  importance  to 
me  survival  of  the  patient  than  that  given  later  on  Liver 
and  kidney  damage  resulting  in  fatty  degeneration  of  the 
tissues  and  uraemia  can  result  from  a  prolonged  diabetic 
coma  and  it  is  well  known  that  death  is  not  an  uncommon 
sequel  to  these  conditions.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  in- 
sulin should  be  given  in  large  doses  immediately  rather 
tnan  in  small  doses  at  frequent  intervals,  and  the  awaiting 
or  results  before  determining  the  size  and  time  of  subsequent 
aoses.    In  some  cases  the  diagnosis  of  diabetic  coma  is 
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obvious  on  clinical  examination  alone,  and  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  do  an  immediate  blood-sugar  determination.  The 
severity  of  a  diabetic  coma  is  not  in  proportion  to  the 
blood-sugar  level,  and  so  in  those  cases  where  the  blood 
sugar  level  is  not  known  it  is  considered  advisable  to  cover 
the  first  dose  of  insulin  with  50  gm.  of  glucose,  given  by 
stomach  tube.  The  response  of  the  patient  is  a  guide 
to  the  necessity  of  giving  glucose  with  subsequent  injec- 
tions. There  is  no  hard  and  fast  rule  as  to  the  size  of  the 
initial  dose  of  insulin  in  diabetic  coma.  Doses  of  50  to 
100  units  are  generally  given,  and  a  total  dosage  of  about 
400  to  500  units  in  the  first  twelve  hours  of  treatment  is 
by  no  means  uncommon.  It  must  be  realised  that  the  effect 
of  giving  an  overdose  of  insulin  is  merely  to  convert  the 
coma  into  an  insulin  reaction,  a  condition  far  less  serious 
and  more  easily  controlled  than  the  coma.  In  addition  to 
a  high  blood-sugar  level  a  patient  in  diabetic  coma  suffers 
also  from  ketosis  and  a  varying  degree  of  shock.  Treatment 
has  therefore  to  be  directed  at  counteracting  those  condi- 
tions as  well  as  the  hyperglycaemia.  An  intravenous  trans- 
fusion of  glucose-saline  or  normal  saline  is  helpful,  and 
to  overcome  the  shock  the  patient  should  be  kept  warm. 
Needless  to  say,  since  an  immediate  response  to  the  insulin 
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is  required,  the  soluble  preparation  should  be  injected  If 
protamine  zinc  suspension  or  some  other  delayed  form  is  the 
only  insulin  available  the  delayed  action  is  overcome  by 
giving  the  injection  intravenously. 

Diabetic  coma  represents  the  extreme  u  gency  of  apply- 
ing treatment  to  the  patient.  Once  the  coma  has  been  over- 
come treatment  can  take  a  more  leisurely  form,  as  it  doe 
in  other  patients.  Not  every  case  of  diabetes  waits  until 
conTarnves  before  a  diagnos.s  is  made.    Many  cases  are 
noticed  first  at  routine  pre-employment  and  other  routine 
insurance  examinat.ons,  or  the  doctor  becomes  suspicious 
when  a  patient  has  frequent  attacks  of  local  sepsis  or  give 
Tome  of  the  symptoms  of  diabetes.     In  such  cases  it  is 
usually  the  urine  examination  which  determines  the  active 
measures  taken  by  the  doctor.  A  blood-sugar  curve  is  made 
£ To  e  cases  where  it  is  considered  necessary  and  depend- 
ing upon  all  the  data  obtained  from  clinical  and  pathologi- 
cal examinations,  the  first  important  decision  regarding 
treatment  is  made.    That  decision  is  whether  the  patient 
S  Sly  to  be  controlled  by  diet  alone  or  whether  insulin 
is    ke  y  to  be  necessary.  As  a  general  rule  it  can  be  said 
hat  the  younger  the  patient  the  more  likely  the  necessity 
for  insulin.     Many  senile  diabetics  are  controlled  easily 
by  diet  alone. 


Fundamentals  of  Diet 

There  is  insufficient  space  in  this  article  to  discuss  more 
than  the  basic  principles  of  dietary  treatment.   The  funda- 
mental principle  is  to  provide  as  many  as  possible  of  the 
S?onesPrequi?ed  to  maintain  normal  metabolism  by .  pro- 
teins and  fats  in  place  of  carbohydrates     Complete  re- 
placement of  carbohydrate  by  fats  and  proteins  is  not  pos 
sTble   because  ketones  are  produced  in  the  breakdown  of 
he    protein    substances    and    when    their  concentration 
reaches  a  certain  level  ketosis  and  ultimate  coma  result 
In  effectNhen,  proteins  and  fats  are  included  in  the  die 
to  an  extent  short  of  producing  ketosis,  and I  the  rest  of 
the  calorie  requirements  are  provided  by  carbohydrate  A 
total  of  about  200  gm.  of  carbohydrates  (6i  oz.)  is  given 
dafiv  as  a  normal  routine  to  most  diabetics,  but  some  cases 
can  take  more  than  that  amount.  The  daily  calorie  require- 
men     of  a  patient  are  therefore  an  important  factor  in 
determining  whether   or  not   insulin   is  required.  The 
weight"  age  and  occupation  of  the  patient  are  also,  in  turn 
tanortant  factors  in  determining  the  calorie  requirements 
of  the  patient.    Thus  the  clinical  condition  is  not  the  sole 

fti:r=t   diet    alone    is   unsatisfac  tory jn^in 
therapy  coupled  with  dietary  control,  has  to  be  instituted. 
AhSSgh  it  is  not  essential  that  every  patient  should  enter 
hospital  to  determine  the  amount  of  insulin  required  to 
stabO  se  Ms  condition,  there  is  an  increasing  tendency  for 
hat  procedure  to  be  followed.  The  reason  is  to  be  found 
rathe?  in  the  value  of  educating  the  patient  than  m  he 
actual  treatment.     During  his  short  stay  in hospital ^  the 
patient  can  be  instructed  in  the  calorie  values  of  certain 
foods  and  the  significance  of  calories  in  the  daily  diet 
Inlome  instances"  the  patients  are  told  the  actual  calorie 
values  of  foods,  and  it  is  left  to  them  to  devise  their  own 
£  sheets.    In  others  the  patients  are  given  special  die 
sheets      A  valuable  chart  produced  by  Dr.  Lawrence  is 
known  as  the  Lawrence  "  line"  diet.   In  it  are  various  r  d 
and  black  lines  enumerating  the  various  foods.    Each  red 
and  black  line  represents  a  definite  number  of  calories 
ana  the  patient  is  fold  to  take  so  many  black  and  so  many 
red  1  nes  a  each  meal,  and  it  is  left  to  him  to  formulate  his 
own  meals  accordingly.    When  the  patient  is  rn^ospi^ 
it  is  essential  that  he  should  take  his  meals  at  more  or  less 
he  same  times  as  he  would  be  observing  if  at  work.  I  is 
also  important  that  he  should  not  regard  himself  as  a 
patiej  particularly  a  bed  patient.    To  stabilise  a  pati ent 
while  confined  to  bed  is  to  stabilise  one  at  rest   and  the 
moment  he  returns  to  work  he  becomes  unstabihsed.  If, 
thTe  ore   he  is  a  manual  worker  he  should  be  given,  in 


the  hospital,  work  that  approximates  to  the  calorie  require- 
ments of  his  occupation.  Elementary  instruction  is  given  to 
the  patient  regarding  the  varieties  of  insulin  and  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  preparations  prescribed  in  his  case.  Often 
he  is  given  an  insulin  reaction  and  shown  the  premomto.y 
symptoms  and  how  easy  it  is  to  counteract  them  with  suga;. 

By  the  time  the  average  patient  leaves  hospital  he  is 
quite  well  versed  in  matters  of  diet  and  he  can  converse 
intelligently  on  the  subject  of  insulin.  Furthermore,  he  has 
also  been  educated  in  the  art  of  giving  injections  and  he 
is  thus  conversant  with  the  need  for  hygiene  He  has 
received  advice  concerning  the  efficacy  or  need  for  the 
various  proprietary  foods  that  are  advertised 

Although  they  are  unlikely  to  be  available  until  the 
autumn,  it  is  appropriate  to  mention  here  the  new  varieties 
of  insulin,  which  have  been  prepared  on  a  commercial 
scale  and  for  which  approved  names  have  been  announced 
(see  C  &  D.,  July  18,  p.  69).  As  is  well  known,  insulin  was 
first  made  commercially  available  in  1923,  since  when  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  purity    and  therefore  the 
potency,  of  preparations.    The  original  strength  (20  unit 
per  mil    is  now  seldom  used  and,  in  fact,  is  not  available 
in  the  newer  preparations.    Zinc  protamine  insulin  has  a 
delayed  action  brought  about  by  the  presence  of  prota- 
mine and  zinc.    It  has  long  been  known  that  zinc  reduce 
the  solubility  of  insulin  and  therefore  delays  its  action  but 
until  recently  the  quantity  of  zinc  required  was  such  that 
injecting  it  caused  pain.  The  defect  was  overcome  in  part 
bv  reducing  the  zinc  and  including  proteins  such  as  pro- 
tamine and  globin.  Zinc  protamine  insulin  solution  con- 
tams  phosphite  and  citrate  ions  as  buffering  substance- 
Unfortunately  those  ions  have  a  greater  affinity  for  z  nc 
than  has  insulin,  and  that  factor  was  a  disadvantage  in  the 
preparation.    Hallas-Moller  and  his  colleagues  have  shown 
that  insulin  can  be  precipitated  over  a  fairly  wide  range 
of  PH  values,  approximating  to  that  of  tissue  fluids,  if  small 
quantities  of  zinc  are  added  to  crystalline  insulin  in  an 
acetate  buffer   solution.      Acetates  do  not  remove  zinc 
from  combination  with  insulin.    Utilising  that  method  of 
precipitation,    manufacturers   are    now    able   to   offer  a 
delayed-action  insulin  with  a  minimum  quantity  of  z 
and'also  without  any  added  proteins     It  has  a so ,  be en 
shown  that  the  delay  in  onset  of  action  of  the  insulin 
^produced  can  be  varied  by  the  size  and  type  of  crystals 
ThSe  is  the  possibility,  then,  of  insulin  which  contains 
no  additional  protein  and  which  can  be  manufactured  in 
crystals  of  varying  size,  by  means  of  which  the  time  of  on- 
set of  action  can  be  regulated.  Protamine  zinc  insului  has 
always  had  the  disadvantage  of  a  weak  initial  effect  and 
not  infrequently  the  action  has  been  too  prolonged,  so 
that  insulin  overdosage  occurs  twelve  to  eighteen  hours 
after  injection,  i.e.,  when  the  patient  is  asleep. 

The  new  preparations  to  be  introduced  include  one  ha 
contains  zinc  insulin  crystals  in  a  variety  o .sizes  s .that 
the  preparation  has  both  an  immediate  and  a  pro longed 
effect     There  are  two  further  preparations,  one  with  an 
immediate  effect  and  the  other  with  a  delayed  and  pro- 
longed effect.  They  can  be  added  to  the  former  mixture 
or  mixed  together  to  suit  those  patients  who  cannot  be 
stabilised  by  the  standard  mixture.  advance 
Although  these  preparations  represent  a  definite  ad%ance 
in  therapy    immediate  abandonment  of  the  existing  p  el 
mrations  is  not  to  be  expected.    It  would  be  obvious  folly 
fo  d  miVpaUents  whose  condition  is  stabilised  adequately, 
but     seem"  likely  that,  as  and  when  they  become  uns ab£ 
as  happens  in  nearly  every  case  at  some  time  or  o  her  the 
newer  insulins  will  be  substituted.  New  cases  are  likely  to 
be  stabilised  with  the  new  crystalline  mixtures 

One  further  insulin  has  recently  been  marketed.  It  is  a 
suspension  of  crystalline  protamine  zinc  insulin  compouj 
containing  phenol.  It  is  known  as  isophane  insulin 
NS)  and  should  not  be  confused  with  the  new  oj 
mentioned  above,  which  are  known  as  I.Z.S.  or  insulin  zinc 
suspensions.

Sir, — In  your  "  Onward  from  Galen "  feature  on 
August  15  you  rightly  point  out  that  chemists  are  much 
maligned  by  representation  (or  should  it  be  misrepresenta- 
tion?) in  the  theatre.  An  example  which  I  noticed  in 
a  recent  British  film,  "  Home  at  Seven,"  was,  I  think,  worse 
than  the  one  you  mention.  An  official  of  a  club  is  discus- 
sing the  membership  and  says  that  although  there  are  three 
chemist  members  he  would  like  to  see  a  doctor  join  so 
that  "  a  bit  of  class  "  (I  think  they  were  the  words  used) 
could  be  obtained.  CLASS  conscious 

BENEVOLENCE  AND  THE  OLD  FOLKS 

Sir, — Congratulations  to  you  on  speaking  up  for  the 
"old  folks"  (C.  &  D.,  August  15,  p.  165).  It  is  a  remark- 
able fact  that  in  this  country  the  plight  of  one  retired  horse 
and  the  provision  for  its  welfare  is  likely  to  arouse  more 
sympathy  than  does  the  problem  of  all  the  old  humans  put 
together.  Note  the  dilatory  attitude  of  the  politicians 
when  the  question  of  old-age  pensions — or  any  other  pen- 
sions— arises.  You  have  shown  that  the  "  pharmaceutical 
politicians "  are  no  better  than  their  national  counter- 
parts, and  I  am  sorry  and  ashamed  that  you  should  have 
had  to  do  so.  vieillard 

PILL-TILE  TO  LABEL  SCRAPER 

Sir, — The  Pharmaceutical  Society  recently  acquired  for 
its  museum  a  heart  shaped  pill-tile  embellished  with  the 
coat  of  arms  of  the  (London)  Apothecaries'  Company.  In  the 
early  days  of  this  century — long  before  Part  I  and  Part  II 
appeared  in  the  curriculum — the  extemporaneous  prepara- 
tion of  a  batch  of  pills  was  an  everyday  occurrence  in  the 
pharmacy  and  the  pill-tile  (albeit  an  ordinary  white  square 
one)  could  be  taken  as  the  symbol  of  pharmaceutical  prac- 
tice of  those  days.  Times  have  changed  since  then,  and 
while  many  things  have  been  introduced  into  pharmacy 
many  more  have  dropped  out.  Since  we  all  became  phar- 
maceutical chemists  overnight  I  have  had  time  to  wonder, 
as  an  ordinary  retailer,  just  what  point  we  have  arrived  at 
along  the  long  road  that  began  when  a  group  of  pharma- 
ceutical pilgrims  set  out  from  the  Crown  and  Anchor 
Tavern  in  the  Strand,  London,  on  April  15,  1841.  Perhaps 
a  chemist  and  druggist  of  the  earlier  years  is  bound  at 
first  to  wear  his  later  Ph.C.  honours  rather  uneasily.  In 
the  Galen  "  causerie  "  (C.  &  D.,  August  15,  p.  166)  the 
question  is  asked  whether  it  would  not  be  better  if  the 
B.P.  Conference  science  sessions  were  addressed  to  "  the 
general  practitioner  of  pharmacy."  The  paragraph  goes 
on  to  point  out  that  "  Prescriptions  nowadays  are  not 
within  the  circle  of  the  professions  as  they  were,  thanks  to 
Press  publicity  .  .  .  and  partly  to  the  dispensing  of  drugs 
in  their  original  containers."  That  prompts  me  to  ask 
whether  today  my  label  scraper,  which  proves  so  frequently 
its  usefulness,  is  not  worthy  of  being  accepted  as  the  repre- 
sentative symbol  of  present-day  dispensing.  For  some 
time  I  have  called  my  wholesale  houses  Messrs.  Boon  and 
Messrs.  Bane.  To  take  Bane  first,  he  supplies  me  with  all 
those  ethical  products  where  are  ordered  in  such  large 
numbers,  which  cost  such  a  lot  to  stock,  which  stay 
at  times  so  long  on  my  shelves  and  on  which  I 
use  my  label  scraper  so  much — when  I  have  the  time. 
Boon,  on  the  other  hand  supplies  me  with  ready-made 
galenicals,  concentrated  solutions,  useful  short-cut  dispens- 
ing adjuncts  and,  if  I  require  them,  Winchester  quarts  of 
all  those  N.F.  mixtures  that  can  be  prepared  in  bulk  and 
which  are  such  wonderful  time-savers  on  a  busy  rota  night 
in  winter,  when  one  can  get  a  large  and  variegated  slice 
of  all  the  pharmaceutical  work  in  the  town  for  a  reward 
of  seven  and  sixpence.  I  would  be  one  of  the  first  to 
admit  that  we  have  an  excellent  Pharmaceutical  Council 
and  that  most  of  its  members  are  practising  and  practical 
pharmacists  in  close  touch  with  two  Squares  (Bloomsbury 
and  Queen).  But  I  sometimes  wonder  if  many  Council 
members,  who  must  perforce  employ  managers  or  locums 


when  they  attend  committees  in  town,  bear  sufficiently  in 
mind,  during  their  periods  of  academic  aloofness,  just  what 
constitutes  the  ordinary  daily  work  of  the  ordinary  prac- 
titioner of  phaimacy  in  the  ordinary  provincial  town; 
where  the  local  doctors  are  well  briefed  by  the  expert  sales- 
men of  the  ethical  manufacturers,  where  the  proprietor  is 
tied  all  day  long  because  meagre  profits  and  high  wages  do 
not  permit  the  employment  of  a  qualified  assistant,  and 
where  the  bulk  of  the  professional  dispensing  work  is 
concentrated  into  limited,  after-surgery,  hours  when  time 
is  of  the  essence  of  success  in  carrying  out  the  contract. 
Statistics  of  prescriptions  have  been  regularly  published 
and  they  have  been  repeatedly  classified  according  to  the 
character  of  the  medicament  ordered.  Conditions  vary 
considerably  from  district  to  district  and  according  to  kind 
of  business  and  class  of  customer.  I  imagine,  however,  that 
no  middle-aged  proprietor  pharmacist  would  claim  that  he 
now  gets  regularly,  amongst  the  total  of  his  prescriptions,  a 
percentage  of  extemporaneous  compounding  higher  than, 
or  even  equal  to,  the  number  he  handled  in  the  earlier  days 
of  N.H.I.  I  need  not  give  personal  figures  for  a  day's 
work  but,  apart  from  a  few  solutions,  a  few  mixtures,  and 
an  occasional  ointment,  most  prescriptions  now  can  be 
readily  compounded  out  of  one  container,  either  by  count- 
ing, scraping  or  pouring!  To  quote  again  from  the  Galen 
"  causerie,"  "  no  doubt  much  valuable  information  may  be 
gained  from  a  study  of  the  conference  papers  each  year." 
No  doubt  ...  but  surely  only  by  the  pharmacists  of  high 
degree,  in  hospital  departments  or  research  laboratories. 
The  "  general  practitioner  in  pharmacy  "  would  probably 
appreciate  more  a  discussion  on  some  such  practical  sub- 
ject as  "  Why  do  not  all  makers  of  tablets  of  standard 
drugs  adopt  exactly  the  same  size  and  shape  for  the 
same  strength,  so  that  the  last  few  tablets  from  one  bottle 
may  be  mixed  with  those  from  a  new  bottle  (which  may 
have  come  from  a  different  supplier)  without  the  patient 
detecting  the  difference."  As  I  savour  again  the  gratifica- 
tion it  gives  me  to  become — at  long  last — a  Ph.C,  I  look 
upon  it  as  an  award  for  good  work  done  in  the  past,  when 
it  was  needed,  rather  than  as  an  extra  qualification  for 
my  duties  in  the  future,  when  they  may  become  more 
elementary  still.  re-qualified 

NEXT  YEAR'S  ELECTIONS 
Sir, — The  time  for  elections,  so  far  as  pharmacy  is  con- 
cerned, has  gone  from  us  till  next  spring,  but  looking  back 
on  the  1953  elections  for  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  Executive  of  the  Scottish  Department,  and  the 
Council  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  I  cannot  but 
feel  that  the  lesson  to  be  gained  from  them  is  to  start  think- 
ing now  about  next  year's  issues.  A  notable  feature  of  all 
three  elections  in  1953  was  the  apathy  of  the  electorate. 
Even  with  such  topics  as  the  code  of  ethics,  and  the  pro- 
posals for  the  training  and  examination  of  unqualified  as- 
sistants, less  than  40  per  cent,  voted.  Perhaps  it  was  sig- 
nificant that  the  first  two  of  the  candidates  not  elected  were 
both  strongly  opposed  to  the  assistants  scheme.  At  the 
Society's  annual  meeting  it  was  apparent  that  most  retail 
members  opposed  it,  and  that,  but  for  the  president's  resist- 
ing the  demand  for  a  quick  vote,  there  would  have  been 
little  discussion.  Many  hospital  members  regret  the  decision, 
for  it  was  from  hospital  members  that  the  early  ideas  on 
the  training  and  examination  of  "  technicians  "  arose.  It 
was  at  the  level  of  the  Society's  Council  that  the  proposals 
were  extended  to  include  assistants  in  shops,  and  no  doubt 
the  Council  had  ample  evidence  of  the  need  for  such  train- 
ing. Few  will  quarrel  with  the  decision  to  include  pharma- 
ceutical departments  of  hospitals  in  the  scope  of  the  code 
of  ethics,  though  much  of  what  was  agreed  upon  was  not 
applicable.  Most  hospital  pharmacists  are  used  to  co-operat- 
ing with  retail  and  hospital  colleagues  in  the  supply  of 
formulas  and  other  information,  and  personally  I  am  most 
fortunate  in  that  my  near  neighbours  are  always  helpful 
to  lend  a  drug  or  preparation  not  usually  stocked — a  very 
great  help  when  running  a  department  in  a  specialise!

London  August  19 :  With  holiday  influences  still  largely  prevailing  the 
markets  generally  have  remained  dull  during  the  past  week  In  Crude 
Drugs  despite  few  orders,  a  firm  undertone  was  noticeable  in  certain 
directions,  particularly  in  commodities  for  which  only  small  supplies  are 
available  on  the  spot.

Agar  is  now  commanding  19s.  per 
lb.  for  spot  supplies  of  Kobe  No.  1, 
while  good-quality  Sumatra  block  Ben- 
zoin is  scarce  at  £30  per  cwt.  Good 
quality  Colocynth  pulp  was  in  de- 
mand by  the  Continent,  and  practically 
all  spot  supplies  are  now  cleared.  Por- 
tuguese shippers  of  Ergot  advanced 
their  prices  again  by  2s.  per  lb.  after 
some  business  was  booked  on  the  basis 
of  the  previous  week's  quotation.  Pre- 
sumably buyers  will  now  hold  off  un- 
til the  prices  are  brought  into  line 
with  their  own  ideas.  Cascara  sagrada 
for  shipment,  and  Papain  on  the  spot, 
both  of  which  were  weaker  in  the  pre- 
vious week,  remained  unchanged. 

Cloves  Easier 

More  offers  of  Cloves  in  Zanzibar 
caused  shipment  prices  to  fall  a  little 
but  holders  of  spot  parcels  still  re- 
quired 8s.  6d.  per  lb.  During  the  week 
Brazil  fixed  minimum  export  prices  tor 
certain  commodities  (see  p.  198).  Any 
amount  received  by  the  exporters  in 
excess  of  the  minimum  prices  may  be 
sold  at  the  free  rate  of  exchange.  How 
that  will  affect  Menthol  and  Ipecacu- 
anha (Matto  Grosso)  to  mention  only 
two  of  the  articles,  is  not  yet  clear 
but  Carnauba  wax  is  slightly  easier  in 
consequence.  Hitherto  purchases  of  the 
wax  have  had  to  be  made  in  full  at  the 
official  rate  of  exchange.  The  Calcutta 
Shellac  market  opened  steadier  last 
week  and  subsequently  firmed  towards 
the  weekend,  with  fair  business  for  all 
grades  at  improved  prices.  Spot  values 
in  London  increased  by  7s.  6d.  or  5s. 
per  cwt.  according  to  grade.  Total  ex- 
ports  of   shellac   from  India  during 
July-  were  13,178  packages  compared 
with  16,989  packages  during  July  1952 
The  United   Kingdom   bought  3,163 
packages  (3,865)  and  the  United  States 
3,863  (4,264). 

The  various  Senna  pods  and  leaves 
were  unchanged  in  price,  with  top- 
quality  pods  unobtainable.  Shipments 
of  senna  from  Tuticorin  during  July 
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lower  quotations  at  origin  but  1RAGA- 
canth  was  unchanged  in  value. 

The  current  strikes  in  France  have 
caused  a  firmness  in  certain  Essential 
Oils.  Up  to  date  they  include  Bourbon 
Geranium  and  Madagascar  Clove 
leaf  Chinese  Oils  continue  a  weak 
market  whilst  Patchouli,  Penang,  was 
again  dearer.  . 

There  were  no  price  changes  in 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals. 


New  York,  August  18:  Bromine 
now  costs  27  cents  per  lb.  (up  two 
cents).
